Evidence on both lides, a Uerdict was found foz the now Defendant, to the ſatisfaction of the ſaid Judge, who tried the 
Cauſe.

| Moreover, the now Plaintiff, ſtill to be more Vexatious, at the ſame time brought a long frivolous Bill in 
the Court of Exchequer, againſt the now Defendant, to be reliev'd againſt the faid Verdi& and 2 
To which Bill the now Defendant pleaded his ſaid Werdict aid. Joan 1h Bar, and gon Argument the ſaid Plea in 
Bar was adjudg'd to be good by the whole Court of Exchequer ; It plainly appearing that the then Complainant had 
no colour of Equity in his faid Bill: Yet the now Defendant was unavoidably put to very great Trouble and 
Expence, in making his Defence.
